WHEN HICCOUGHS ARE 
DANGEROUS. 

ICCOUGH is merely a symptom— 
mothing more. This symptom 
means that something is irritat- 
ing the motor nerve which goes 

to the diaphragm. The diaphragm is 
the heavy muscle which separates the 
chest and its contents, the lungs and 
the heart, from the abdomen and its con- 
tent. The irritation of this nerve piles 
up until the battery fills up, whereupof 
an impulse shoots down the nerve and 
the diaphragm contracts spasmodieally. 
The irritation which causes this periodic 
discharge of nerve force may be in the 
' stomach near its entrance door. It may 
‘be in the esophagus; it may be some- 
where else in the neighborhood. 


—- 

For the last five or six years what is 
probably a new disease has been travel- 
ing around the world. The people call 
it “sleeping sickness.” But the physi- 
They say 
, that many of the cases don't sleep much. 
Some are extremely wakeful. Some 
talk like a house afire night and day. 
“ Talking sickness” is a better name 
for that group of cases. “ Devil's grip” 
is another name given by the people to 
a disease that seems to be of the same 
nature. The outstanding symptom in 
devil’s grip is a pain and cramp in the 
pit of the stomach, 

Some of the cases of eneephalitis are 


characterized by hiccoughing. The sub- — 


jects hiccough continually, day and 
night, for days or weeks. Some people 
call this the “ hiccoughing disease.” The 
physician prefers to call all these varia- 
tions in the same complaint “ encepha- 
litis.” They have one or two adjec- 
tives which they choose from when they 
talk about encephalitis. 

This disease is an inflammation of the 
brain itself, not its membranes. The 


a of thé brain principally involved — 


is what is called the brain stem. That 
means the part of the brain somewhere 
near where the spinal cord comes off. It 
{is an infectious disease—that is, it is 
in a measure contagious. It is a bac- 
terial disegse. It is somewhat akin 
to the grip. So far as I know, it first 
appeared in England in the latter part 
of the world war, about the time of 
the great wave of influensa. It has 
traveled pretty much around the world. 
Just now it is most heard of in Japan. 
In this country lately we have heard 
most of it in its hiccoughing form. Cases 
of hiccoughing encephalitis are favorite

Fortunately,. most cases of polioence- 
phalitis get ll in time, the hiccoughing 
as well as the other kinds In the hic- 
coughing kind :the attending physician 
commonly gives chloroform, anyl, benzyl, 
benzoate, morphine, and any and every- 
thing else that he has ever heard of as a 
remedy for hiccough. After days or 
weeks the hiccoughs stop. Maybe the 
drug in use on that day stopped it or 
helped to stop it. Who knows? 

Don't let anybody be deceived. That 
kind of hiccough is a serious disease. It 
is an infection of the brain, and one 
case is an epidemic, or a possible epi- 
demic. To think of it in any other light 
is not fair either to the patient or to 
the public.

IWNERSHIP OF 
ISLE OF PINES 


3 Words in Peace Treaty 
May Decide Matter. 


BY JAMES O'DONNELL BENNETT. 

Washington: D. C,. Jan. 16.—[Spe- 
éial.}]—-A debate that is going to bring 
¢ut the accomplished dialecti- 
cians and skillful lawyers in the Unit- 
ed States senate was launched at pre- 
cisely 2 o’clock this afternoon. It bids 
fair t run many hours. 

Ri concerns a garden spot among 
the fairest and most fruitful on the 
face of the earth and half the size of 
the state of Rhode Island. That spot 
is the Isle of Pines, situate about forty 
Miles south of the western end of Cuba 
and inhabited by 700 American plant- 
ers and fruit growers who, although 
they constitute !ess than one-sixth of 
the island's total population, either 
own or represent the owners of hold- 
fnge of 2 value of nearly $23,000,000.
